REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSIONS. 


MlSSlONAUV    SOCIKTY. 

1st.  This  Society  i^\\sX\  be  known  as  the  Auxiliary  Missionary  Society 
of  the  Bay  of  Quinte  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Church. 

2nd.  The  object  of  the  Society  is  the  support  and  enlargement  of  the 
mission  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Metliodist  Church. 

3rd.  Every  person  paying  annually  the  sum  of  four  dollars  and 
upwards,  and  every  person  collecting  annually  ten  doUais  and  upwards 
for  this  Society,  shall  be  deemed  a  member  and  entitled  to  a  copy  of  ih*^ 
Annual  Conference  lleport ;  itnd  every  j^erson  paying  annually  twenty-five 
dollars,  or  collecting  for  the  Society  thirty  dollars  or  upwards,  shall  also 
be  entitled  to  a  copy  of  the  CJeneral  Report. 

4th.  That  the  Alissionary  Board  shall  consist  of  the  Superintendents 
of  Districts,  with  an  equal  luunber  of  laymen,  as  provided  for  in  the 
Discipline. 

r)th.  That  each  Superintendent  of  District  shall  be  the  Treasurer  of 
all  moneys  for  Mission  purposes  collected  on  his  District. 

6th.  That  each  Superintendent  of  Circuit  or  Mission  shall  be  the 
Treasurer  of  the  brancii  Society  of  his  own  Circuit  or  Mission. 
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7th.  The  money  raised  on  any  Oirouit  or  Mission  shall  he  transmitted 
ais  soon  as  colle(;t('d  to  tii(!  Superintendent  of  the  District,  deducting  only 
what  has  been  disbursed  for  neeessary,  incidental,  and  local  expenses  :  atul 
tile  District  Snjjerintendeiit  sliall  in  turn  remit  promptly  to  the  General 
Treiisurer.  All  njoneys  from  the  General  Treasurer  to  a  District  shall 
also  pass  through  the  lumds  of  the  District  Superintendent. 

i^th.  The  Superintendent  of  each  Circuit  or  Mission  shall  prepare 
annually,  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  District  Meeting,  a 
list  of  all  subscribers  of  two  dollars  and  upwards,  also  the  Hggre<.;at«  of  all 
lollections  and  sums  under  two  dollars,  such  lists  to  lie  sent  without  delav 
to  the  Mission  Rooms  for  insertion  in  tlie  Annual  lieport,  together  with 
a  statement  of  the  gross  receipts,  local  disbursements,  and  rtMuittances. 

9th.  We  recommimd  that  the  Annual  ^lissionarv  Meetini's  in  every 
locality  be  held  during  the  autumn  months  where  practicable,  and  the 
taking  up  of  contributions  l>e  proceeded  with  immediately  after. 

10th.  We  suggest  that  those  Districts  which  have  failed  to  elect  their 
lay  members  of  tlie  Missionary  Committee  be  directed  by  Conference  to 
elect  such  representatives  by  said  Provisional  Districts,  to  be  called  im- 
mediately for  such  eletition,

REPORT  OF  THE  EDUCATIONAL  COMMITTEE. 


Your  Committee  beg  to  report  that,  in  their  opinion,  the  educational 
work  of  our  Church  is  one  of  its  most  important  schemes.  We  would 
therefore  urge  upon  all  our  ministers  the  importance  of  bringing  the  ques- 
tion distinctly  before  our  people  once  a  year,  according  to  Discipline,  and 
in  every  legitimate  way  of  awakening  an  interest  in  the  subject. 

We  recommend  that  the  President  of  Conference  and  the  Superinten- 
dents of  Districts  be  instructed  to  corres[)ond  with  th((  General  Superin- 
tendents and  the  Secretary  of  the  Kducational  Society,  to  arrange  at  the 
Financial  District  Meetings  for  a  combined  etibrt  to  advance  the  income 
of  the  Educational  Societies  to  at  least  .*'J,4C0  for  this  Conference  ;  and 
to  hold,  for  thac  purpose,  a  series  of  meetin";s  in  each  District,  at  such 
date  as  the  Financial  District  Meetings  may  deterniin<,>.  Provided  always, 
that  such  meetings  be  held  in  every  case  where  practicable  before  the 
close  of  the  present  calendar  year. 

We  have  heard  with  great  satisfaction  the  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Albert  College.  We  expect  from  the  College,  with  its  present  organiza- 
tion and  equipment,  very  important  aid  in  the  great  work  of  religious 
education.  We  commend  it  very  earnestly  to  the  confidence  and  support 
of  our  people.  With  its  important  adjunct,  Alexandra  College,  ir  supjdies 
a  desideratum  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  our  country,  in  which  we 
hope  to  solve  the  question  of  co-education  in  the  only  possible  form,  i.e., 
under  the  fostering  care  of  the  Church.

appointment,  and  eonunend  the  worlv  of  Brother  (.'ainpliell  to  the  generous 
sympathy  and  lil)eral  Mn{)port  of  all  meihhers  and  adherents  of  tlie  Metho- 
dist Chureh.

REPORT  OF  THE  SARBATH  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


Your  ('onimittee  beg  to  report  that  in  consequence  of  the  imperfeit 
returns  at  present  available  from  the  variou.s  bodies  coming  into  tlie 
Tuion,  the  lieport  for  the  present  year  can  oidy  present  an  approximate 
idea  of  the  state  of  tlie  work.  From  the  facts  presented,  liowever,  you»- 
Conimittee  are  pleased  to  note  the  evidences  of  prosperity  in  all  depart- 
ments of  our  work. 

The  number  of  conversions  reported  throu^'h  the  year  is  very  en- 
couraging. .The  largely  increased  circulation  of  our  Methodist  literature 
throughout  our  schools  is  specially  gratifying,  and  the  hope  is  cherished 
that  in  all  the  schools  of  our  unitetl  Methodism  our  own  Chui'ch  papers 
will  more  largely  supplant  the  -'other  papers"  now  circulated  in  our 
schools. 

Your  Committee  would  respectfully  recommend  the  formation  of 
Juvenile  Missionary  Societies  in  connection  with  our  schools,  and  that 
all  our  scholars  be  expected  to  contribute  not  less  than  one  cent  per 
month,  that  thereby  the  funds  of  the  IMissionaiy  Society  may  be  largely 
increased  and  a  thoroughly  missionary  spirit  be  developed  in  our  children. 
W(-  would  also  respectfully  urge  that  during  the  present  year  increased 
att'nition  and  labour  l)e  given  to  our  Sabbath-school  work,  and  that  care 
be  taken  to  secure  full  and  correct  returns  for  the  next  Conference.

We  cannot  cniphusizf!  too  strongly  tlic  ot't-mpcatcd  wntinumt  of  our 
oonimon  Metiiodisni,  that  tlic  tratlic  in  stronj,'  drink  Ik  oiif  of  tlu-  most 
fruitful  causes  of  all  tlie  nuscry  and  crimo  in  our  midst,  and  <inf  of  the 
ini-st  forniidaltlc  hindrances  to  the  extension  of  Clirist's  kin^fdnni. 

The  ntt'iiipt  so  long  made  to  les.sen  the  evils  of  the  trullic  t)v  licinsinj^ 
11  we  regard  as  unsound  in  principle,  and  in  practice  utterly  unsatisfac- 
tory. Regarding  as  we  do  the  litjuor  traffic  as  a  crime  against  (lod  and 
iuinmnity,  we  feel  that  nothing  less  than  its  total  prohiljiiion  can  satisfy 
us  or  meet  th(^  necessities  of  our  country  in  this  regard  We  view  the 
Canada  Temperance  Act  of  187S  as  the  ))e.st  availalde  means  for  its  livral 
suppression,  and  urge  all  our  peoj>le  to  vote  for  it  when  it  is  suhmitted. 
We  also  think  that  all  candidates  for  municipal  or  i»arliamenturv  offices 
should  be  thoroughly  committ<.!d  to  total  abstinence  and  prohibition  prin- 
t  ip'es,  and  that  our  people  should  b<!  true  to  the  great  temperance  cause 
ill  the  (fxercise  of  the  sacred  right  of  the  franchise.  In  this  crisis  f>f  the 
tt  iiiperance  question  let  us,  as  a  united  Church,  firmly  adhere  to  the 
teachings  and  traditions  of  Mt^thodism. 

We  regard  the  legislation  permitting  the  separation  of  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  licjuors  from  all  groceries  and  other  stores  as  a  steji  in  the 
right  direction,  and  would  urge  on  all  municipaliti(;s  its  immediate  adop- 
tion. We  also  hail  with  great  .satisfaction  the  work  of  the  Women's 
Christian  Temperance  Union,  and  heartily  wish  them  God-spei  .1  in  their 
noble  work. 

We  recommend  that  our  ministers,  as  in  times  pat;t,  preach  fre»juently 
and  specially  on  the  subject  of  Temperance  ;  also  that  the  provisions  of 
our  i)iscipline  respecting  the  total  abstinence  from  all  intoxicating  drinks 
of  our  members  should  be  more  strictly  enforced,  so  that  the  great  Metho- 
dist Church  may  ever  be  in  reality  what  it  is  designed  to  be — a  true  Total 
Abstinence  Society. 

We  deeply  regret  that  fermented  liquors  are  still  used  in  some  of  our 
ilmrches  at  tlie  Lord's  Table,  and  .strongly  recommend  that  in  future  only 
the  unfermented  fruit  of  the  vine  be  used  in  that  sacred  ordinance. 

We  consider  it  a  matter  of  immeasurable  importance  that  the  children 
and  youth  among  us  should  receive  all  the  carciful  training  that  it  is  pos- 
sible to  give  them  on  this  vital  subject  of  Temperance.  By  means  of 
Bands  of  Hoj)e,  Sabbath  and  day-school  instruction  through  standard 
t'xt-books,  the  circulation  of  our  own  excellent  temperance  literature, 
and,  above  all,  making  each  home  a  true  tempei-ance  society,  we  feel  that, 
with  God's  blessing,  a  mighty  army  of  thorotigh  temperance  men  and 
women  may  be  raised  up,  who  will  carry  forward  to  final  triumph  the 
great  and  noble  end  we  have  in  view. 

We  recommend  to  our  people  a  greater  liberality  in  aiding  in  the 
present  struggle  with  the  liquor  traffic  ;  also  that  the  most  fervent  and 
united  prayer  be  offered  continually  that  our  efforts  may  be  crowned  with 
complete  success. 

We  recommend  that  the  Financial  District  Meetings  be  instructed  to 
elect  a  Temperance  Secretary  for  their  several  Districts.

Your  Couiniittee  reeo,i,'niz(^  with  tliiuiksgiviu.i;  to  Alniic;}ity  Ood  the 
success  which  Ijas  crowned  the  elibrts  of  our  laliourcrs  duiin's,'  tlie  past 
year  in  every  phase  of  the  work. 

1.  For  tlie  Holy  Ohost  who,  accordijitr  to  proinisp,  hath  noiir  forth 
with  His  ministers,  giving  power  to  the  word,  not  lettin^^  it  return  void, 
liut  accomplish  tiie  wonders  of  His  most  gtacious  designs.  Our  souls 
swell  with  gratitude  at  the  divine  condescension  and  fulfilment,  •  Lo,  I 
am  with  you."'  f^n  most  of  our  Circuits  and  [Missions  during  the  year 
wonderful  awakenings  and  glorious  revivals  have  attended  and  crowned 
the  preaching  of  Christ  our  bh'.ssed  Saviour.  We  cannot  but  feel  it  lo 
he  but  the  divine  acknowledgment  and  approbation  of  this  our  more 
perfect  union  of  forces  and  consecration  of  powers  in  His  service.  Our 
people  are  rising  to  liigher  pos.se.ssions  of  love  and  spiritual  power.

As  for  Praying 
Bands,  under  judicious  direction  they  have  certaiidy  proved  a  blessing  to 
many  a  weary  lal)ourer,  and  been  blessed  of  God  in  their  singing  faith  and 
prayer,  to  the  bi'inging  home  of  many  wanderers,  as  well  as  in  the  stiiaulus 
and  building  up  of  believers. 

3.  We  most  heartily  commend  the  submission  of  the  Scott  .\ct  to  the 
most  early  possible  cojisideration  of  our  Church  and  country  in  its  eacii 
and  .several  constitueiicifs.

Your  (Jommitteo,  in  tlu'  tirst  place,  reco^nizps  with  deep  gratitude 
and  delight  the  wholesome  legal  restrictions  placed  upon  private  enter- 
prises, avocations,  amusements,  and  all  violations  of  tin?  ^acredness  of  the 
Sabbatli,  as  we  regard  these  restrictions  as  all-important  with  respect  to 
the  general  morality  of  the  country. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  this  Conference  engage  in  concerted 
action  with  other  Conferences,  Synods,  and  Assemblies  of  clergymen  and 
laymen  in  inemorializing  our  (Jovernments  to  extend  the  same  le«al 
restrictions  imposed  upon  p'-ivate  individuals  to  all  companies,  whether 
operating  upon  the  water  or  on  land,  especially  in  reference  to  railroads, 
canals,  shipping,  unloading  vessels,  opening  public  gardens,  museums,  etc' 

What  your  Committee  particularly  recommends  is  that  pressure  be 
brought  to  bear  upon  the  Governmcmt  of  tJie  Dominion  and  of  Ontario, 
showing  the  immense  advantage  of  framing  sudi  a  Sabbath  observance  law 
as  shall  confine  all  public  companies,  railroads,  institutions,  etc.,  exclu- 
sively to  works  of  necessity  on  the  Lord's-day. 

Your  Committee  wouJd  also  urge  upon  the  Conference  the  more 
uniform  observance  of  the  General  Conference  law  which  makes  it  o1)liga- 
tory  upon  every  minister  to  preach  definitely  upon  the  siibject  of  the 
scriptural  observance  of  the  Sabbath-day  ;  and  your  Committee  would 
suggest  that  in  each  discourse  there  would  be  some  notice  taken  of  the 
too  common  practice  of  Sunday  vis, ting  for  the  mere  jwrpose  of  social 
amusement.

First,  wf  "i,dve  tiianks  to  God  always  for  you  all,  making  men- 
tion of  you  in  our  ]n'ay<>rs,  remembering  without  cea.sing  your  work 
of  faith  and  labour  of  love."  It  is  most  fitting  that  we  otler  thank.s- 
idvintj  to  Almii'-htA'  (iod  for  the  abundant  blessin<js  of  His  ^race 
during  the  Conference  year  ncAv  closed,  and  for  the  exceeding  riciies 
of  His  grace  provided  and  j)i'omi.sed  for  the  future.  We  exhort  you 
to  unite  with  us  in  joyful  thanksgiving  for  the  uuiltiplied  blessi)igs, 
civil,  social,  educational  and  material,  which  we  share  as  citizens  of 
this  favoured  Christian  country;  for  the  continued  lif(^  health  and 
pro.sperous  reign  of  Her  Majesty  the  (^)ueen  ;  foi*  the  large  oppoi'- 
tuni'"'es  we  enjoy  for  Ciiristian  labour,  sacrifice  and  achievement; 
for  th'3  continued  triumphs  of  Christianity  in  oui'  country  and  in 
all  lands;  for  the  unimpaired  power  and  adaptation  of  Methodism 
to  still  achieve  its  mission  of  "spreading  scriptural  holiness  over 
these  lands ;'"  for  the  prevalence  of  powerful  revivals  in  our 
churches :  and  lastly  and  especially  for  the  Providential  leadings 
which  have  resulted  in  the  happy  consunnuation  of  the  union  of 
the  four  Methodist  bodies  of  our  country.

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Chnstiaii  Guat'dian  should  be  introduced  into  every  houseliold  as 
a  means  of  i^race,  entertainment,  instruction  and  Christinn  culture. 
.'J.  In  this  same  direction  of  Christian  culture  we  cannot  too 
earnestly  advise  our  people  to  patronize  our  (.'harch  schools,  two  of 
whicli  are  found  within  the  hounds  of  our  own  Conference.  Victoria 
University  continues  to  furnish  the  highest  culture  to  under<,'railu- 
ates  under  tlie  most  favonrahle  Christinn  intlueiicos.  We  are 
happy  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  consolidation  uf  Victoria  and  the 
University  of  Albert  College  has  been  most  au.spiciously  accom- 
plished. According  to  the  terms  of  the  consolidation,  as  formulated 
in  tlie  United  Cjeneral  Conference,  Alltert  College,  the  educating 
body,  remains  in  Belleville  as  an  academic  institnti(m  of  lugh  grade. 
We  confidently  rc.-commend  Albert  College  to  our  people  for  matricu- 
lation work,  commercial  college  training,  musical  education  for  both 
s.'xes,  full  courses  in  Alexandra  Ladies'  College,  and  partial,  special 
and  elective  course's  for  non-matriculated  students  o;oneraliv,  in- 
eluding  young  preachers  wlio  are  preparing  for  Conference  examina- 
tions. Our  people,  perhaps,  need  not  to  be  remin<led  that  All,>ert 
C'ollege  has  a  special  claim  on  their  patronage,  being  the  property 
of  the  General  Conference,  and  under  the  exclusive  control  of  the 
Clnirch. 

4.  Our  happy  unioix  of  competing  Churches,  while  saving  ex- 
pense in  some  directions,  does  not  exempt  us  from  the  duty  of 
liberal  contributions  for  our  connexional  enterprises.  We  can 
scarc(dy  exaggerate  the  importance  of  prayerful,  generous  and 
s//strinafic  giving  for  our  Mission  work,  our  educational  institutions, 
and  our  beue\'olent  enterprises  generally. 

5,  We  advise  our  beloved  people  to  V)e  ready  for  every  good 
work,  and  to  avail  themselves  of  every  Providential  opening.  Avoid- 
ing as  alike  mischi.'vous  the  two  extremes  of  formalism  on  the  one 
hand  and  fanaticism  on  the  other,  our  laymen  will,  we  hoj)e,  fmulate 
the  example  of  .some  of  their  brethren  by  forming  "  Praying  Bands  " 
under  the  advice  and  'lirection  of  the  pastors,  and  engaging  in  the 
great  work  of  soul-saving  as  opportunity  is  presented.  To  the 
same  end  we  exhort  our  people  to  engage  heartily  in  our  cla.ss  and 
prayer  meetings,  Sunday  .school,  protracted  meetings,  camp  meet- 
ings, Sunday  scliool  parliament,  and  every  other  good  work  that 
eonttmplates  the  saving  of  souls  and  th-^  edification  of  the  Chui'ch. 
We  would  exhort  you  also,  dear  brethren,  to  neglect  no  opportunity 
to  advance  the  great  moral  reforms  of  the  day,  among  which  we 
count  the  present  tem[»erauce  mo\  enient  as  chief,  whicli  has  foi'  its 
object  the  total  suppression  of  the  traffic  in  intoxicating  drinks. 

0.  We  remind  3'ou,  beloved  brethren,  of  the  need  of  '"  faith,  hope 
and  charity"  in  bearing  the  temporary  inconveniences,  burdens  and 
frictions  incident  to  the  first  practical  working  of  our  newly  organ- 
ized Church.  While  we  would  not  rli.sguise  our  joy  and  gratitude 
for  the  brotherly  kindnes.s  thus  far  manifested,  we  nmst  not  forget 
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that  it  will  re(|uire  much  grace  ami  wisdom  to  complete  what  has 
been  so  successfully  be-i^un.  To  this  end  let  united  prayer  be  ofi'ereil 
for  the  spirit  of  ^rnice,  of  wisdom,  and  of  a  sound  mind. 

Finally,  brethren,  "the  Lord  of  peace  Himself  <^ive  you  peace 
always  by  all  means.     The  Lord  be  with  you  til."     Amen.
